Both the majority and 
minority reports deal with the period covered by President W 1- 
fon's masterful and memorable efforts in the latter part of 1916 
and the first four months in 1917 to negotiate world peace.

clings to the Hohenzollern iclea of autocracy aru;l militarism, but 
the majority report submitted to the Reichstag will open the 
eyes of even these. Henceforth there need be nv illusions as to 
the character of the gang of ruffians and desperate military ad- 
venturers who stakefl at ruinous odds the most precious assets 
of a once great people in a game in which the people must as- 
suredly have lost even had the militarists won. As an eye-opener 
to tfce'people the committee cites the endorsement of a naval 
document in wrrich Wilhelm II ordered that negotiations with 
America should be elided and in which he adds at the close that 
"if Wilson wants wa'r he can make and have it." 


In preparing its findings the majority of the committee con- 


cludes that the President hud made peace possible, but that the 
German Government rejected the opportunity. It finds a great 
body of recorded opinion which strenuously advised against the 
use of U-boats, but of which the Parliament and public were 
kept in dense ignorance. Even Von Papen wired: "If you fail 
to keep America out, you have lost the war." 


Complete underestimates of America's resources, boasts 


that submarines could prevent the transportation of American 
troops, "if there were any," gross deception of the nation, fright^ 
ful mismanagement after the U-boat warfare had been decided 
on are points in the savage indictment brot against the adven- 
turers.That the great mass of Germans are utterly alienated from 
their former imperial masters is the conviction of careful ob- 
servers who have recently made ^stu dies in*the new republic. If, 
with the facts in this report, the people ever consent again to 
Hohenzollern mastery they will have merited their past woes 
and will invite new woes as lamentable.
